Poison Gas 
Injure Many 


Johnston City, III., Jan. 25.—Thirty- 
seven miners were killed, a half dozen 
severely injured, and a dozen others 
were less dangerously injured in the 
east side mine of the Crerar-Clinen Coal 
company by an explosion today. 

Many of the bodies brought from the 
mine were charred beyond recognition 
by the flames. Attempts to identify} 
the dead were unavailing, and officials 
gave up the attempt until a full check 
of the force could be obtained. 

Among the dead were Herbert Mg, 
Cullough, mine manager, and Jesse 
Ford, mine boss. 

Cause of Blast wines: 

The cause of the disaster is un- 
known. State mine workers and others 
familiar with mine explosions claim 
that the Crerar mine was considered 
sions were concerned. 

The explosion took place early this 
afternoon. . There were 375 men in 
the workings at the time. 

The men near the entrances es- 
caped, but entries number 9, 10, 11 and 
12, locked in the depths of the col 
liery where the actual explosion took 
place, were trapped.

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APPEL BEER DEAL 
MAY COST SCREEN 
FAIR LILA LEE 


All “Charlie” Brewed 
Was Trouble. 


Thwarted aspirations of Charles L. 
Appel, torqper genial host at the North 
Side Turner hall, to become one of the 
city's leading “ prohibition” brewers 
are leaving no end of turmoil in their 


wake. 
In the first place, Appel, under indict- 
ment and fleeing the wrath of credi- 
tors who are said to nave tossed some

from the reach of investigators and 
creditors’ attorneys. 

Chief Questions Captain. 
On Thursday it looked like Chicago 
was about to lose the services of a po- 
lice captain, Dennis M. Malloy of the 
Cragin station, when that official was 
aaled before Chief Collins and admitted 
that on behalf of Appel he had attempt- 
ed to gain control of the Hoffman Bros.’ 
brewery at 2606 West Monroe street. 
And last night from Culver City, 
Cal., came the news that Lila Lee, 
“Charlie” Appel’s daughter, is about 
to retire from the screen unless the 
“ cloud of suspicion ” linking her name 
with her father’s transactions is lifted. 
The film star’s name was brought 
again into the transactions when Capt. 
Malloy returned to her mother, Mrs. 
Augusta Appel, promissory notes for 
$30,000 signed by Lila. Capt. Malloy

Grand opera is still expensive, But 
not quite as expensive as it was last 
year. Guarantors this season, having 
already been called upon for 50 per 
cent. are sublect to a further assess- 
ment of 15 per cent, 65 per cent in all, 
as against 70 per cent last season. 

This was the cheering note spoken 
by Samuel Insull, president of the 
Civie Opera company, in a speech de- 
livered last night to the 2,200 guar- 
antors of the company who represent 
$525/000 a year, during the gala con- 
cert of the opera company at the Audi- 
torium, This net saving is presumably 
a result of the company's increased 
business. 

The season was eleven and one-half 
weeks long this year, as compared to 
ten weeks last year. Thirty-five op- 
eras, ten more than last season, were 
given in ninety-one performances, as 
against seventy-two of last season.

‘There has been an increase,” said 
Mr. Insull. of 22 per cent in the num- 
der of persons attending the opera, and 


the average attendance for the whole 


season has been about 84 per cent of 
our capacity for ninety-one perform- 
ances. Last year the total gross re- 
ceipts for the Chicago season were 
$757,00% This year they have been 
$910,223, or about 74 per cent of the ca- 
pacity of the house for ninety-one per- 
formances, expressed in money. 

“It may interest you to know that 
attendance at the opera is not in any 
way confined to what is ordinarily 
‘exiled ‘society.’ Five per cent of our 
attendance occupy box seats, 17 per 
cent occupy main floor seats, and the 
other 78 per cent occupy the less ex- 
persive seats, which we think is 
pretty good evidence that we are 
‘really having civic opera here in Chi- 
‘eage. Naturally about one-half of the 
receipts comes from the main floor and 
the boxes, but upwards of $460,000 of 
eur receipts comes from the cheaper 
| Feats, starting at the balcony and end- 
ing at the tap gallery.”

| The tour of the company, Mr. Insul 
added., will open in Boston next Mon-
